★ Blessed are those who feel their spiritual 
need, for the Kingdom of Heaven belongs to 
them! Blessed are the mourners, for they will 
be consoled! Blessed are the humble-minded, 
for they will possess the land! Blessed are those 
who are hungry and thirsty for uprightness, for 
they will be satisfied! Blessed are the merciful, 


for they will be shown mercy! Blessed are the 
pure in heart, for they will see God! Blessed are 
the peacemakers, for they will be called God’s 
sons! Blessed are those who have endured per­ 
secution for their uprightness, for the Kingdom 
of Heaven belongs to them! Blessed are you 
when people abuse you, and persecute you, and 
falsely say everything bad of you, on my ac­ 
count. Be glad and exult over it, for you will be 
richly rewarded in heaven, for that is the way 
they persecuted the prophets who went before 
you! 


★ You are the salt of the earth! But if salt loses 
its strength, how can it be made salt again ? It is 
good for nothing but to be thrown away and 
trodden underfoot. You are the light of the 
world! A city that is built upon a hill cannot be 
hidden. People do not light a lamp and put it 
under a peck-measure; they put it on its stand 
and it gives light to everyone in the house. Your 
light must burn in that way among men so that 
they will see the good you do, and praise your 
Father in heaven. 


★ Do not suppose that I have come to do away 
with the Law or the Prophets. I have not come 
to do away with them but to fulfill them. For 
I tell you, as long as heaven and earth endure, 
not one dotting of an / or crossing of a / will be 
dropped from the Law until it is all observed. 
Anyone, therefore, who weakens one of the 
slightest of these commands, and teaches others 
to do so, will be ranked lowest in the Kingdom 
of Heaven; but anyone who observes them and 
teaches others to do so will be ranked high in 


thoughts of lust toward another has already 
committed adultery in his heart. But if your 
right eye makes you fall, get rid of it, throw 
it away, for you might better lose one part of 
your body than have it all thrown into the pit! 
If your right hand makes you fall, get rid or it, 
throw it away! For you might better lose one 
part of your body than have it all go down to 
the pit! 


★ They were told, "Anyone who divorces his 
wife must give her a certificate of divorce.” But 
I tell you that anyone who divorces his wife on 
any ground, except unfaithfulness, makes her 
commit adultery, and anyone who marries her 
after she is divorced commits adultery. 


★ Again, you have heard that the men of old 
were told, "You shall not swear falsely, but you 
must fulfill your oaths to the Lord.” But I tell 
you not to swear at all, either by heaven, for it 
is God’s throne, or by the earth, for it is his foot­ 
stool, or by Jerusalem, for it is the city of the 
great king. You must not swear by your own 
head, for you cannot make one single hair white 
or black. But your way of speaking must be 
"Yes” or "No.” Anything that goes beyond that 
comes from the evil one. 


★ You have heard that the men of old were 
told "You shall not murder,” and "Whoever 
murders will have to answer to the court." But 
I tell you that anyone who gets angry with his 
brother will have to answer to the court, and 
anyone who speaks contemptuously to his 
brother will have to answer to the great council, 
and anyone who says to his brother "You cursed 
fool!” will have to answer for it in the fiery pit! 
So when you are presenting your gift at the 
altar, if you remember that your brother has 
any grievance against you, leave your gift right 
there before the altar and go and make up with 
your brother; then come back and present your 


polite to your brothers and no one else, what is 
there remarkable in that? Do not the very 
heathen do that? So you are to be perfect, as 
your heavenly Father is. 


★ But take care not to do your good deeds in 
public for people to see, for, if you do, you will 
get no reward from your Father in heaven. So 
when you are going to give to charity, do not 
blow a trumpet before yourself, as the hypo­ 
crites do, in the places of worship and the 
streets, to make people praise them. I tell you, 
that is all the reward they will get! But when 
you give to charity, your own left hand must 
not know what your right hand is doing, so that 
your charity may be secret, and your Father who 
sees what is secret will reward you., 


steal them. For wherever your treasure is, your 
heart will be also. The eye is the lamp of the 
body. If then your eye is sound, your whole body 
will be light, but if your eye is unsound, your 


the Kingdom of Heaven. For I tell you that un­ 
less your uprightness is far superior to that of 
the scribes and Pharisees, you will never even 
enter the Kingdom of Heaven! 


★ You have heard that men were told "You 
shall not commit adultery.” But I tell you that 
anyone who strays from his marriage in 


gift. Be quick and come to terms with your op­ 
ponent while you are on the way to court with 
him, or he may hand you over to the judge, and 
the judge may hand you over to the officer, and 
you will be thrown into prison. I tell you, you 
will never get out again until you have paid the 
last penny! 


if You have heard that they were told, "An 
eye for an eye and a tooth for a tooth.” But I tell 
you not to resist injury, but if anyone strikes 
you on your right cheek, turn the other to him 
too; and if anyone wants to sue you for your 
shirt, let him have your coat too. And if anyone 
forces you to go one mile, go two miles with 
him. If anyone begs from you, give to him, and 
when anyone wants to borrow from you, do not 
turn away. 


★ You have heard that they were told, "You 
must love your neighbor and hate your enemy.” 
But I tell you, love your enemies and pray for 
your persecutors, so that you may show your­ 
selves true sons of your Father in heaven, for 
he makes his sun rise on bad and good alike, 
and makes the rain fall on the upright and the 
wrongdoers. 
For if you love only those who 
love you, what reward can you expect ? Do not 
the very tax-collectors do that? And if you are 


★ When you pray, you must not be like the 
hypocrites, for they like to pray standing in the 
places of worship and in the corners of the 
squares, to let people see them. I tell you, that 
is the only reward they will get! But when you 
pray, go into your own room, and shut the door, 
and pray to your Father who is unseen, and 
your Father who sees what is secret will reward 
you. And when you pray, do not repeat empty 
phrases as the heathen do, for they imagine that 
their prayers will be heard if they use words 
enough. You must not be like them. For God, 
who is your Father, knows what you need be­ 
fore you ask him. This, therefore, is the way 
you are to pray: 


'Our Father in heaven, 
Your name be revered! 
Your kingdom come! 
Your wilt be done on earth 
as it is done in heaven! 
Give us today bread for the day, 
And forgive us our debts, 
as we have forgiven our debtors. 
And do not subject us to temptation, 
But save us from the evil o n e’ 


For if you forgive others when they offend you, 
your heavenly Father will forgive you too. But 
if you do not forgive others when they offend 
you, your heavenly Father cannot forgive you 
for your offenses. 


whole body will be dark. If, therefore, your very 
light is darkness, how deep the darkness will 
be! No slave can belong to two masters, for he 
will either hate one and love the other, or stand 
by one and make light of the other. You cannot 
serve God and money. Therefore, I tell you, do 
not worry about life, wondering what you will 
have to eat or drink, or about your body, won­ 
dering what you will have to wear. Is not life 
more important than food, and the body than 
clothes? Look at the wild birds. They do not 
sow or reap, or store their food in barns, and yet 
your heavenly Father feeds them. Are you not 
of more account than they? But which of you 
with all his worry can add a single hour to his 
life? Why should you worry about clothing? 
See how the wild flowers grow. They do not 
toil or spin, and yet I tell you, even Solomon in 
all his splendor was never dressed like one of 
them. But if God so beautifully dresses the wild 
grass, which is alive today and is thrown into 
the furnace tomorrow, will he not much more 
surely clothe you, you who have so little faith ? 
So do not worry and say, "What shall we have 
to eat?” or "What shall we have to drink?” or 


he asks for a fish, will he give him a snake? So 
if you, bad as you are, know enough to give 
your children what is good, how much more 
surely will your Father in heaven give what is 
good to those who ask him for it! Therefore, 
you must always treat other people as you 
would like to have them treat you, for this sums 
up the Law and the Prophets. 


★ Go in at the narrow gate. For the road that 
leads to destruction is broad and spacious, and 
there are many who go in by it. But the gate is 
narrow and the road is hard that leads to life, 
and there are few that find it. 


★ Beware of the false prophets, who come to 
you disguised as sheep but are ravenous wolves 
underneath. You can tell them by their fruit 
Do people pick grapes off thorns, or figs oft 
thistles ? Just so any sound tree bears good fruit, 


it When you fast, do not put on a gloomy 
look, like the hypocrites, for they neglect their 
personal appearance to let people see that they 
are fasting. I tell you, that is all the reward they 
will get. But when you fast, perfume your hair 
and wash your face, so that no one may see that 
you are fasting, except your Father who is un­ 
seen, and your Father who sees what is secret, 
will reward you. 


it Do not store up your riches on earth, where 
moths and rust destroy them, and where thieves 
break in and steal them, but store up your riches 
in heaven, where moths and ruit cannot destroy 
them, and where thieves cannot break in and 


"W hat shall we have to wear?” For these are 
all things the heathen are in pursuit of, and 
your heavenly Father knows well that you need 
all this. But you must make his kingdom, and 
uprightness before him, your greatest care, and 
you will have all these other things besides. So 
do not worry about tomorrow, for tomorrow 
will have worries of its own. Let each day be 
content with its own ills. 


★ Pass no more judgments upon other people, 
so that you may not have judgment passed upon 
you. For you will be judged by the standard 
you judge by, and men will pay you back with 
the same measure you have used with them. 
Why do you keep looking at the speck in your 
brother’s eye, ana pay no attention to the beam 
that is in your own? How can you say to your 
brother, "Just let me get that speck out of your 
eye,” when all the time there is a beam in your 
own? You hypocrite! First get the beam out of 
your own eye, and then you can see to get the 
speck out of your brother’s eye. 


★ Do not give what is sacred to dogs, and do 
not throw your pearls before pigs, or they will 
trample them under their feet and turn and 
tear you in pieces. Ask, and what you ask will 
be given you. Search, and you will find what 
you search for. Knock, and the door will open 
to you. For it is always the one who asks who 
receives, and the one who searches who finds, 
and the one who knocks to whom the door 
opens. Which of you men when his son asks 
him for some bread will give him a stone? Or if 


but a poor tree bears bad fruit. No sound tree 
can bear bad fruit, and no poor tree can bear 
good fruit. Any tree that does not bear good 
fruit is cut down and burned. So you can tell 
them by their fruit. It is not everyone who says 
to me "Lord! Lord!" who will get into the 
Kingdom of Heaven, but only those who do the 
will of my Father in heaven. Many will say to 
me on that Day, "Lord! Lord! Was it not in 
your name that we prophesied, and by your 
name that we drove out demons, and by your 
name that we did many mighty acts?" Then I 
will say to them plainly, "I never knew you! 
Go away from me, you who do wrong!” 


★ Everyone, therefore, who listens to this 
teaching of mine and acts upon it, will be like 
a sensible man who built his house on rock. 
And the rain fell, and the rivers rose, and the 
winds blew, and beat about that house, and it 
did not go down, for its foundations were on 
rock. And anyone who listens to this teaching 
of mine and does not act upon it, will be like 
a foolish man who built his house on sand. And 
the rain fell and the rivers rose, and the winds 
blew and beat about the house, and it went 
down, and its downfall was complete. 


it When Jesus had finished this discourse, the 
crowds were astounded at his teaching, for he 
taught them like one who had authority and 
not like their scribes.

GAS SEEKS MOKE 
The ink is not completely dry on 
the news reports of a rate increase 
allowed the Manufacturers Light and 
Heat Company and they are after 
more. They say this one is required 
because of Pennsylvania’s 14 mills 
utilities gross receipts tax which 
goes into effect on January I. It is 
1.4 per cent rate increase they 
want. 
If this is allowed why not change 
the law to apply directly to the bill 
in the first place. It is another case 
of the patchwork taxation program 
this state requires to meeta variety 
of obligations, including county, city, 
borough, and township expenses 
Instead of creating a tax b a s e 
which can be seen and is based on 
ability to pay we have a hodgepodge 
of assessments, many of which can­ 
not be seen, but all of which you can 
be sure get right back to your pocket- 
book. 
Under the new rates asked by the 
gas company a typical customer will 
pay 8 cents more a month if he 
doesn’t heat with gas.

BAIT ADVERTISING GUIDE 
The Federal Trade Commission 
has issued a four-point guide to 
help identify and avoid bait adver­ 
tising and switch selling. A summary 
goes like this: 
*1. BAIT ADVERTISEMENT. No 
advertising containing an offer to 
sell a product should be published 
when the offer is not a bona fide 
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effort to sell the advertised product. 
“ 2. INITIAL OFFER. S e l l e r s 
should not misrepresent a product 
in an advertisement in any way 
so that later, by disclosing the true 
facts, they will be able to switch the 
purchaser from the advertised pro­ 
duct to another. Even though the 
true facts are subsequently revealed 
to the buyer, the law is violated if 
the first contact is secured by de­ 
ception. 
“ 3. DISCOURAGEMENT OF PUR­ 
CHASE 
OF ADVERTISED MER­ 
CHANDISE. Advertisers should not 
discourage the purchase of adver­ 
tised merchandise as part of a bait 
scheme to sell other merchandise. 
The following are among practices 
which will be considered in deter­ 
mining if an advertisement is a bona 
fide offer: 
(a) Refusal to show, demonstrate, 
or sell the product offered in ac ­ 
cordance with the advertised term s. 
(b) Disparagement of the adver­ 
tised product or of the guarantee, 
credit terms, or in any other r e ­ 
spect. 
(c) Failure to have available at all 
listed outlets a sufficient quantity of 
the advertised product to meet re a ­ 
sonably anticipated demands, unless 
the advertisement clearly discloses 
that the supply is limited or the 
merchandise is available only at 
designated outlets. 
"(d) Refusal to take orders for the 
advertised merchandise to be de­ 
livered within a reasonable period of 
time. 
'(e) Showing or demonstrating a 
product which is defective, unusable, 
or impractical for the purpose rep­ 
resented in the advertisement. 
“ (f) Use of a plan designed to p re ­ 
vent or discourage salesmen from 
selling the advertised product. 
*4. SWITCH AFTER SALE. In the 
event of sale of the advertised pro­ 
duct, advertisers 
should not a t­ 
tempt to “ unsell” the product with 
the intention of selling other m e r­ 
chandise in its stead.

state whenever their time permitted. 
This gentleman was soundly beaten 
in his effort to hold public office, so 
ie might be somewhat prejudiced, 
but he flatly asserted that the state 
party had never been in worse shape, 
with fewer prospects for im prove­ 
ment. Furtively pointing to some 
members of the rather small gath­ 
ering for Rockefeller, he charged, 
"T h is outfit cares only for W ash­ 
ington patronage. Besides they’re 
afraid to meet Rockefeller for fear 
they’H change their minds.” 
The short Dallas stop was a r ­ 
ranged so the Governor could speak 
for the Council of World Affairs. 
The presence of well-heeled and 
eminent Texans at the head table 
indicated that some support exists 
here for the Rockefeller position, 
but the political leaders were con­ 
spicuously scarce. 
Also, in a species of silent treat­ 
ment 
rather 
rarely accorded 
a 
Rockefeller, 
the Dallas Morning 
News yesterday did not mention his 
a rriva l here at all. He made that 
edition only on page eight with a 
press association story from M il­ 
waukee headlined: "C riticiz e s M c ­ 
Carthy — Rockefeller risks loss of 
W isconsin." 
It is indeed true that at Green 
Bay Wednesday morning he said he 
"com pletely disagreed’’ 
with the 
late Senator’s methods and would 
have voted to censure him. 
Some of M cCarthy’s adm irers 
curiously have raised the Rocke­ 
feller banner. It is understood that 
this 
is more in protest against 
Vice-President Nixon and President 
Eisenhower for failing to stand by 
their hero than in warmth for Rocke­ 


feller. 
Rockefeller’s forthright comment 
on M cCarthy is typical of his hand­ 
ling of all the controversial issues 
which cut in different ways in the 
states he has visited than they do in 


New York. 
He has 
been 
firm ly 
against segregation in the South­ 
west; before Roman Catholic audi­ 
ences he has stood by his position 
that if the United States should be 
asked for birth control information 


by another country, the information 
should be given. 
He 
did toss this oil-producing 
area a very juicy bone. He favors 
the 27-1/2 percent oil-depletion tax 
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allowance and would not propose 
lowering 
it.

WHEN CHRISTMAS WASN’T 
The early C hristians did not be­ 
lieve in celebrating birthdays. They 
considered it pagan to celebrate that 
which meant the assum ption of o r­ 
iginal sin and frequently the begin­ 
ning of a life of persecution and 
perhaps m artyrdom . Such people as 
Herod celebrated birthdays. It was 
sacrilege to suggest that a divine 
being had one. 
But three hundred years changed 
some of this thinking and in the year 
354 the Bishop of Rome declared 
Decem ber 25 to be the anniver­ 
sary of the birth of C hrist. 
T here are some scholars who will 
disagree with that date, but few of 
us are concerned about the accuracy. 
The fact is enough. 
The monk Dionysius Exiguus in­ 
troduced the idea of reckoning tim e 
from the birth of C hrist in the 
500’s. 
But scholars say he m issed 
a few m athem atical curves and that 
C hrist was bom four or six y ears 
earlier. 
Even the P uritans who gave us 
our start by way of rocks and New 
England thought C hristm as was 
pagan rite andthey enacted blue laws 
banning mince pie. Mince pies are 
associated with C hristm as because 
they originally w ere baked in the 
shape of a m anger. B esides, they are 
good. 
All of this com es from a World 
Book Encyclopedia release and you 
might 
h a v e 
some 
seasonal fun 
making com parisons with what your 
own favorite set has to say. 
One thing is sure. T here is a 
C hristm as and for m ost of you the 
19 59 edition offers only one m ore 
shopping day. And for many of you 
when you read this you will have 
had it . . . and perhaps have been 
had.

The following is the current policy regarding the administration of anes­ 
thesia to patients who are admitted to Warren General Hospital for emer­ 
gency operations and to maternity from 3 P. M. to 7 A. M. weekdays or on 
Saturday and Sunday. 


Every other night and every other weekend 
on call to give anesthesia service. 
there is a nurse anesthetist 


On alternate nights and alternate weekends there is a physician (anes­ 
thesiologist) on call to provide this service. 


Patients receiving an anesthetic from the nurse an esth etizer duty at night 
and weekends will be charged for her services on the regular hospital bill. 


Patients receiving service from a physician on call every other night and 
every other weekend will not be billed by the hospital but will receive a 
separate bill from the physician for his professional services. 


The above arrangement has been in effect since December, 1958 in order to 
give 24-hour anesthesia service at the hospital. The announcement is being 
made at this time due to some misunderstanding among patients who have 
been admitted to the hospital and were not aware of this arrangement. 


Mrs. Mary Russo, the nurse anesthetist employed by Warren General Hospi­ 
tal, is on call every other night and every other weekend. Harry M. Wild­ 
wood, MD and J. R. Essig, MD are cooperating with the hospital in provid­ 
ing emergency coverage on nights and weekends when Mrs. Russo is not on 
duty. 


The above is a temporary arrangement and an announcement will be made 
when the situation changes.

Warren Sewer Plant 
Completes First Year 


W arren’s new sanitary sewage fa­ 
cilities, including the plant and the 
pumping stations, have completed 
their first year of operation and die 
engineer’s annual report reveals the 
facts and figures involved, including 
proposed corrections that will make 
the system more efficient and legal. 
Actually only the plant has comple­ 
ted a full year. The pumping stations 
were placed in operation at various 
times. 
The expenses listed for the year 
are proposed as the budget for 1960 
and total $162,000. Of this, $80,190 
is the annual rental which will pay 
off the bonds and eventually will pro­ 
vide a debt-free facility to the com­ 
munity. 
Administration costs, in addition 
to the rental, a r e $ 16,390. Operation 
of the disposal plant and the pump 
stations requires $40,200. The san­ 
itary sewer system accounts for 
$21,180. Insurance costs $4,230. 
The revenues obtained from sew­ 
age rentals are adequate to finance 
the system and p ro b a b ly will be con­ 
tinued at the same rate in 1960. The 
Warren Water Company charged 
$9,600 for billing costs. 
Labor and salary costs were: ad­ 
m inistrator’s salary, $1,600; con­ 
sulting engineer, $2,700; c le rk , 
$200; legal, $200; auditors, $500; 
labor, $28,280; total $33,480.

annual report reveal that sewage is 
being emptied into the river in the 
Glade area due to the lack of a con­ 
nection with the interceptor. Sewers 
on Parker st. and Muir st. ext. are 
not meeting the requirements of the 
law and it is proposed that a thor­ 
ough check of the area should be 
made to determine if new buildings 
are properly connected. 
Another sewer needed involves the 
area between St. Clair st. and T re­ 
mont ave. on Crescent park. These 
properties also could be connected 
to die Oneida st. sewer at the rear 
of the lots. 
The overflow manhole at the foot 
of Morrison st. does not function 
as well as it should. The Chester 
Engineers recommend that a new 
cross-connection between the dis­ 
charge chamber of this structure 
and the existing 15-inch interceptor 
sewer be made. This would provide 
parallel angle and create a si­ 
phon effect that would relieve the 
stoppage effect of the {bresept con­ 
nection’s ninety-degree angle. 
The proposed changes should be? 
made immediately to alleviate ex­ 
isting operation troubles and to 
prevent improper discharge. The 
money is available in the construct­ 
io n account. 
The engineers praised the borough 
manager £nd his assistants for the 
manner in which the program is 
being handled and commended the 
borough engineer and other depart­ 
ment he^ds for their assistance in 
the system’s operation.

NO FISHING BUTTONS 
Pennsylvania finally has joined 
the majority of states which have 
no 
fishing buttons that must be 
worn during moments of pleasure. 
The 1960 license is in paper form 
and you are required to have it on 
your person while fishing, but there 
is no button. 
The new booklet of lawsandregu- 
lations has not been published and 
will be distributedin January. There 
are very few changes from the 1959 
regulations. Here are the main ones: 


A nine-inch minimum has been 
placed on bass. 
The minimum size of walleye and 
pickeral 
has 
been increased to 
fifteen inches. 
The Creal limit for panfish will be 
twenty-five of one kind or a com­ 
bined total of fifty. These include 
sunfish, 
bluegills, 
yellow perch, 
crappies, rock bass, and catfish.

In the intervening years the rifle 
had been moved about his home and 
had been handled by various mem­ 
bers of the family, including some 
very young ones.

DEER MANAGEMENT STUDY 
(The 
Pennsylvania 
Forest In­ 
dustries committee offers the fol­ 
lowing result of a deer management 
study.) 
Professional d e e r management 
knowledge is far ahead of practices 
followed in many states, according 
to a report on a recent survey of 
wildlife experts taken by the Penn­ 
sylvania Forest Industries Com­ 
mittee. 
Analyzing th e 
survey 
results, 
Robert G. 
Wingard, a university 
wildlife expert, 
said respondents 
were in agreement on the need 
for a full harvest of the annual deer 
crop, including both sexes and all 
ages. But this is not being done in 
many states and widespread over- 
browsing damage is occurring. 
Overbrowsing means there are 
too 
many deer for the available 
food supply. 
In addition to poor 
deer development and starvation, 
overbrowsing causes severe tim­ 
ber and crop losses. It is an acute 
problem in much of Pennsylvania, 
Darticularly in northern and north­ 
western counties. 
Concern for future timber sup­ 
plies led the PF IC to survey the 
opinion of university and state game 
d e p a r t m e n t w i l d l i f e experts 
throughout the country on the over­ 
browsing problem. Questionnaires 
were mailed to 85 persons and re­ 
plies were received from 70 iiv- 
dividuals in 44 states. 
More than one thirdof the respon­ 
dents (26) covering 16 states re­ 
plied that overbrowsing 
w as 
a 
serious 
problem in their states. 
Mr. Wingard found it significant that 
experts from Michigan, Wisconsin 
and New York were unanimous in 
reporting serious browsing damage 
on a majority of their forests. 
These states, 
like Pennsylvania, 
have large forest areas, large deer 
herds, and are well known as popu­ 
lar deer hunting states. 
Professional opinion, Mr. Win- 
gard’s report said, is in agreement 
on the value of "any deer” or 
"hunter’s choice” seasons. 
The 
report said over three fourths (53, 
or 76 per cent) of the replies favor­ 
ed hunters’ choice seasons as a 
practical means of maintaining high 
wildlife populations and productive 
forests. The 56 experts from states 
which have had hunters’ choice sea­ 
sons were 
practically unanimous 
in endorsing such seasons with 53, 
or 95 per cent, in favor. 


T h e Wingard report said th e 
theory that hunters’ choice result in 
more hunter accidents appears to be 


false. Aquestiononthis wasanswei 
ed directly by 42 wildlife men. Of 
these answers, 40, or 95 per cent, 
indicated no higher casualties in 
hunters’ choice seasons. 
Mr. Wingard drew a number of 
other conclusions from the survey. 
Among them were: 


1. Management units or area con­ 
trol systems are needed to handle 
problem situations with deer. Hunt­ 
ers’ 
choice s e a s o n s should be 
handled 
by 
establishing specific 
areas 
so that hunter distribution 
and deer harvest can be controlled. 
2. Hunting pressure and distribu­ 
tion of hunters into problem areas 
is a common difficulty in most deer 
states. 
3. 
Deer herds must be balanced 
with carrying capacity of the range 
before habitat management should be 
attempted. It will take herd reduc­ 
tion and time before a deteriorated 
range, such as is found in Pennsyl­ 
vania, can recover. 
4. 
A buck only hunting season, 
followed by 
an any deer season 
"may offer maximum hunting op­ 
portunity. 
If sufficiently 
bold in 
execution, 
this could accomplish 
the needed full harvest, hunter dis­ 
tribution, and most important, the 
desired herd-range balance.”
